S. 1880 would require the Federal Trade Commission (FTC) to study and report to the 
Congress on unfair or deceptive acts or practices that target Indian Tribes or members of 
Indian Tribes and to update its website to include information for consumers and businesses 
on avoiding such acts or practices. 

Using information from the FTC about the cost of similar activities, CBO estimates that it 
would cost the agency less than $500,000 to complete the required study and update its 
website; any spending would be subject to the availability of appropriated funds.
